The original surrender demand 
was showered down on the defend­

■ You are well aware that you are 
dcom-‘d,” it said. "The end is near.

Half - Mile Causeway To 
Mainland If Destroyed 
By Defenders 


NO WATER SHORTAGE 
IS DEEMED LIKELY 


Question ot Armed Help 
If Obscured by Mili­ 
tary Secrecy

Britain’s weary Malay defenders 
withdrew to Singapore island to­ 
day, destroyed the half-mile cause­ 
way to the mainland, and swore to 
battle Japan’s siege armies "until 
help can come.”

When it is taken in 
la ge quantities, it forms into pellets 
which, passed by the bowels, look 
like gall stcnes. Quacks often trade 
cn this to claim a cure 
for gall 
stcnes. The olive oil. like all fats, 
has the property of causing the gall 
"ladder to contract and empty it­ 
self. This is a form 
of 
drainage 
which may be beneficial. 
Vitamin C has no effect on gall 
bladder disease.

United States navy announces the torpedoing and probable sinking of a Japanese aircraft carrier by 
a U. S. submarine in the major naval battle in Macassar strait, which separates Borneo and the Ce­ 
lebes islands in the Netherlands Blast Indies. The Jap airplane carrier above is probably of the type 
hit. U. S. authorities in Washington credited the Japanese with having eight aircraft carriers and 
two being built last October.

Japanese Demand On Ba- 
ian's Defenders Brings

Without giving the defenders a 
breathing spell, the Japanese then 
launched a fourth big attack on 
Jan. 22, gradually concentrating on 
the left.
